Washington, August 27.—(4)—The

of the federal farm board are expect- 
ed to be presented to the senate for 
confirmation next week and adminis- 
tration leaders are prepared to fix a 
time promptly for their consideration. 

Under the law, senate approval of 
President Hoover's selections is neces- 
sary before the commissioners’ sal- 
aries may be paid, but their official 
acts are yalid under their recess ap- 
pointments, which have been dated 
June 15. “ 

Representative leaders of the yari- 
ous groups in the senate have ex- 
pressed the opinion that all of the 
board members probably would be 
confirmed without great delay. Some 
senators, however, have announced a 
desire to question them regarding the 
program they intend to set in motion 
for the relief of agriculture. 

The board is made up of nine mem- 
bers, but Secretary Hyde serves ex- 
officio and it will be unnecessary for 
the nresident to submit his name. Al- 
though the other eight members at 
first will serve for varying terms, all 
appointees hereafter will serve for six 
years. Each will receive $12,000 a 
year.

SEWER GAS STILL A STRONG 
FACTOR IN HICKVILLE’S 
HEALTH. 

Recently I paid my annual compli- 
ment to the intelligence and progres- 
sive spirit of communities where there 
is still an annual spring “cleanup” or 
a municipal housecleaning campaign 
conducted by the alleged health au- 
thorities. I put in a special word .of 
praise for the ordinances in such burgs 
prohibiting the sale of second-hand 
mattresses and bedding but imposing 
no restrictions on the sale of second- 
hand automobiles. And finally, to 
make the felicitation complete, 1 said 
something in my most amiable vein 
about the “sanitary plumbing’ game 
that prohibits a householder trom 
adding a shower bath unless he in- 
:‘alls an additional vent pipe project- 
ing through the roof, to carry off the 

deadly sewer gas. 

I have received a severe wigging 
from the chief sanitary inspector of 
a western co-operative county health 
department. He fears that unless my 
statements are challenged»some read- 
ers might think them true. Then the 
inspector flabbergasts me right off the 
bat by countering with this one: 

“If the health department should 
not have charge of the municipal 
housecleaning, who should?” 

Well, it is technically called a police 
duty—but far be it from me to hint 
that our village police force should be 
expected to deal with nuisances such 
as dead animals, refuse heaps and 
other unpleasant sights and odors. 

Only I harbor a mean suspicion that 
where the health department is re- 
quired to do this police work, the ac- 
tual public health administration is 
generally pretty punk. A health offi- 
cer is only human, you know, and a 
real health administration alone is 
quite enough totake all of a good 
man’s ability and time. If your neigh- 
bor offends by creating or permitting 
a nuisance, you really should complain 
to the police for redress, and not 
bother the health officer about it. 

The chief sanitary inspector next in- 
forms me that analysis shows that 
sewer gas contains methane, carbon 
dioxide, hydrogen sulphide, nitrogen 
and “other gases not only offensive 
but explosive.” He cites three instances 
where explosions of sewer gas proved 
fatal to several persons, besides caus- 
ing considerable financial loss. Never- 
theless I maintain that there is no 
reason to fear any such disaster in a 
home. Such explosions are caused 
either by leakage of illuminating gas 
into the sewer or by accumulations of 
gasoline or other explosive vapors from 
garages, dry cleaning establishments 
and the like. Anyway, this has noth- 
ing to do with the quaint practices I 
criticise. The Hickville sanitary rules 
that require a vent pipe out through 
the roof are not designed to prevent 
explosions; they purport to prevent 
disease from “sewer gas’ pollution of 
the air. In the days of high-wheeled 
bicycles and bustles everybody imag- 
ined that sewer gas somehow caused 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, and one 
thing and another not then well un- 
derstood. These funny sanitary regu- 
lations were instituted in those days 
and are still enforced because the 
health officer generally lacks the cour- 
age to oppose the scheme. 

Health administration everywhere is 
a football of the politicians, and in 
Hickville the health officer must be 
99.44 per cent putty if he hopes to 
hold his job. 

A “sanitary inspector” is a ridicu- 
lous anomaly in a health department. 
He should be an agent of the police.

LONDON ADMITS 
SITUATION GRAVE. 

London, Augut 27.—( United News.) 
The government tonight vigorously 
pressed its wide efforts to halt the 
spread of rioting between Moslems 
and Jews in Palestine as the strength 
of British troops continued to pour 
into the Holy Land. 

Expressing anxiety about the danger 
of spread of the rioting to trans- 
Jordania, the colonial office announced 
that a total of 143 persons had been 
killed and 426 wounded in fighting 
between Friday and this morning. 

Zionist headquarters announced re- 
ceipt of cables reporting that the 
Bedouin tribes of trans-Jordania had 
advanced in large numbers on Jericho 
but that their emir halted ‘the ad- 
vance, , 

The cables also said that Arab 
bands had plundered and burned 
Artuf and Kfaruria. The inhabitants 
were reported saved by friendly 
Arabs. ; Trig? 

The organized warfare is widening 
constantly towards~the restless bor- 
der regions, altiough military reim- 
foreements of more than five battal- 
ions are ——" by airplane and 
warship daily. erusalem and Jaffa 
are quiet, the colonial office said, 
but the tense situation in trans-Jor- 
dania is far from free of anxiety.

tution, upon which such contract has been 
executed, the date of the execution of the 
contract, and the name and address of the 


person with whom such contract was execut- 
ed, and if such person shall refuse or neg- 
lect to furnish such statement upon reason- 
able demand, such refusal or neglect shall 
be prima facie evidence that such contract 
was an illegal contract within the provisions 
of section three of this act, and that the 
person who executed it was engaged in the 
maintenance and operation of a bucket shop, 
within the provisions of section six of this 
act. 

Section 6. That any person either as agent 
or principal who enters into or assists in 
making any contracts of sale of the sort or 
character denounced in the preceding sec- 
tion three of this act, for the future deliv- 
ery of cotton, grain, stocks, or other com- 
modities, or who maintains a bucket shop, 
as that term is defined in section four of 
this act, shall be guilty of a felony and, 
upon conviction, shall be imprisoned in the 
penitentiary not exceeding two years. 

‘That there may be organized 
in any city, town or municipality in the 
state of Georgia, voluntary associations to 
be known as cotton exchanges, boards of 
trade, or similar institutions, to receive and 
post quotations on cottop, grain, stocks, or 
other commodities for the benefit of the 
members or other persons engaged in the 
production of cotton,,grain, or other commo- 
dities.

The big tackle, injured more than 
a week ago, was released from the 
hospital yesterday.

His first journey was to Tech Flats 
and the little office where THE 
MAN, Coach Bill Alexander sits in 
an office beneath the big stadium. 


It was there that he told of how 
he saved -his life. It is a fantastic 
story and a bit weird, but a thrilling 
one. 


He and a friend were return- 
ing to Atlanta one night some 
ten days avo. As they reached 
Sylvan crossing, near Fort Me- 
Pherson, Watkins said a great 
shadow rushed out of the dark- 
ness. It was his idea that the 
engineer had shut off steam and 
was just letting her roll down 
the grade. 

“There was a,crash,” said Wat- 
kins, “and I felt myself being thrown 
through the air. 


STIFF-ARMS ENGINE. 

“IT reached out my arm and my 
hand struck the side of the engine. 
I gave a great shove as if I were 
pushing off a tackler and fell to the 
ground. I grabbed with my other hand 
and crawled away from that engine. 
That's the last thing I remember un- 
til I woke in the hospital.” 


“It was that story that kept him 
in the hospital,” said Coach “Ellick.” 
“He told those doctors that he had 
stiff-armed a locomotive and it scared 
them. Every time he'd tell it they'd 
run and get another ice pack and 
put it on his head. They. were afraid 
to let him out but he was telling the 
truth. There isn’t any doubt but that 
he did stiff-arm that engine. His 
shoulder was sore from the shock.”

Japanese Wrestling — 
Purest of All Sport 


Participants, In Addition to Grappling, Must 
Purify Opponent’s Mind—Baseball Popular. 


By Ben Cothran. 
Wrestling, ancient sport long associated with whispered conversa- 
tions in the backroom and oft accused of being more crooked than ether- 
wise, is, in one part of the world, purified. 
This startling news is brought back from Japan by Francis W. Clarke, 


managing editor of The Constitution, 


recently returned from a five-month 


tour of the Orient with a group of outstanding American newspapermen 
sent there by the Carnegie Peace Foundation to study eastern conditions. 


While in Tokyo Mr. Clarke attended * 
one of the matches in the national | 
championships and made his amazing 
discovery of what is going on in the 
ranks of wrestling. 

Japanese matmen are bulky, even 
more so than their American brothers. 
They put on as much fat as possible 
and in a highly cultivated state bulk 
up to 350 and 400 pounds. This cuts 
down on agility but greatly increases 
ability for butting which, according to 
my informant. is the main thing in the 
racket outside of the purification. 

The actual throwing—or butting 
over —of an opponent never takes over 
a minute. The time is consumed in 
purifying one’s opponent. 

The two wrestlers, devoid of! any | 
semblance of clothing save breech 
cloth, enter an irregular ring, outlined 
by a Jow ridge of earth. With pon- 
derous, creaking movements the op- 
posing behemoths bend over with fin- 
gers touching the crowd and paunches 
in that immediate vicinity. They face 
each other. silent. staring, foreboding. 
One will make two, three lunges at 
the other, then slowly arise, step out 
of the ring, take a drink of water, 
return with a pinch of salt in the 
forefingers and scatter it upon the 
ground, This latter action, according 
to the ‘ancient and honorable tradi- 
tion, purifies the ring of everything 
not dealing with the vanquishing of 
one’s opponent, which is accomplished 
when one’s hands or knees are forced 
to the ground or one is butted out 
of the ring. 

They settle down again. No wrestler 
makes a move toward the other until 
he is completely convinced that he has 
cleared his opponent’s mind of any 
mundane thoughts, until both are im- 
bued with the great ideal—to defeat 
the other. 

This can continue indefinitely, with 
innumerable trips to the water bucket 
and with huge quantities of salt be- 
ing scattered in the arena. It is in- 
deed an uplifting sport and something 
worthy of America’s attention.

New York, August 27.—(A)—The 
cotton market was comparatively quiet 
again today, but prices ruled general- 
ly higher on covering or rebuying by 
recent sellers who appeared to be in- 
fluenced by the failure of weather re 
ports to show any adequate break in 
the southwestern drouth and bullish 
private advices, December contracts 
sold up from 18.76 to 18.93 and closed 
at 18:85, with the general market cios- 
ing steady at net advances of 9 to 25 
points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 10 to 15 points in response 
to relatively steady cables from Liver- 
pool, and a private report stating that 
the condition of the crop had declined 
helow the average for this date and 
for the belt as a whole was now in ap- 
proximately 58 per cent of pormal. 

Private reports of showers in 
southwest encouraged selling on this 
initial advance and the market re- 
acted several points during the early 
trading. October contracts for in- 
stance, sold off from 18.58 to 18.45, 
while March reacted to 19.07, or back 
within a point or two of yesterday's 
quotation. Offerings were 
quite readily taken at the decline, 
however, and the market firmed up 
again during the middle of the day.

New York, August 27.—(4)—An 

unexpectedly early tightening of credit 
in preparation for the month-end re- 
quirements set the signal for a fur- 
ther corrective reaction on the stock 
market today, but prices displayed a 
firmer undertone and losses were held 
to moderate limits. 


Operations for the advance were 
pressed forward in some of the rails, 
utilities and specialties, and a fair- 
sized group of stocls closed 2 to 17 
points higher. Call money mounted 
from 7 to 9 per cent in the early aft- 
ernoon, but trading slackened on the 
decline, and rallying tendencies were 
notable in the late trading. 


While the higher money gave im- 
petus to the selling movement, the 
liquidation was based more on com- 
mission house opinion to the effect 
that the speculative structure had be- 
come rather top-heavy after the re- 
cent violent bullish activity in “blue 
chip” issues than on fears of any 
acute credit situation. 

Banks called between $30,000,000 
and $40,000,000 in loans, presumably 
in preparation for the Labor Day 
holiday cash requirements, which are 
estimated at about $100,000,000, and 
are in addition to September 1 cor- 
porate needs. The federal reserve con- 
dition statement of the weekly re- 
porting member banks in - leading 
cities indicated further success in di- 
verting credit from speculation into 
business channels, loans on securities 
declining $62,000,000, while business 
loans mounted $57,000,000. 

Paramount in the day’s news was 
the placing of the New Haven com- 
mon on a $5 annual dividend basis, 
as increased from the $4 rate inaugu- 
rated last year, further attesting the 
remarkable financial restoration of 
this carrier. Several more large rail- 
way systems reported increased July 
earnings, notably Atchison, New 
York Central and Pennsylvania. After 
the close of the market United States 
Steel announced the first step in re- 
tiring funded debt of its subsidiaries. 
Also it was reported that the recapi- 
talization plan for General Asphalt 


included retirement of funded debt 
and preferred stock. 

Atchison and Pennsylvania were 
strong features of the rails, selling up 
more than 7 and nearly 4 points, re- 
spectively, to record levels, but they 
slipped off somewhat from their best 
levels later. New Haven, Lackawanna 
and Nickel Plate, Baltimore & Ohio 
and Union Pacific were other car- 
riers’ stocks reaching the highest lev- 
els in years, but these issues also en- 
countered profit-taking in the late 
trading. New Haven and Lackawan- 
na closed with fractional net losses. 

A few of the utilities were rapidly 
bid up, Philadelphia Company rising 
17 points to a new peak and Ameri- 
can Water Works selling up 5 points 
to new high ground. Tone and Web- 
ster reached a new top at 181, but 
then fell back on realizing. Stand- 
ard Gas wag a sa spot, rising 
about 9 points. Royal Dutch came to 
the fore in the oils, rising about 5 
points to a new top. Pan-American 
issues reached new high ground on 
Standard of Indiana _ stockholders’ 
sanction of the merger plan. Trans- 
continental reached a new top. 

Several of the chemicals continued 
to display buoyancy. Allied Chemical 
rose 7 points to a new top at 349 
and Columbian Carbon shot up nearly 
11 points to a record level at 219 1-2. 
Other strong issues included Corn 
Products, Drug, Inc., General Ameri- 
can ‘Tan, General Electric, Macy, 
Marlin Rockwell, Midland Steel pre- 
ferred, Columbia Graphophone and 
Continental Insurance, several of 
which reached new high territory. 

International Telephone pushed 
further into new high record levels, 
then reacted to close slightly lower, 
while American Telephone and Wes- 
tern Union each reacted about 4 
points in profit taking. Other shares 
to turn heavy included such issues as 
Allis-Chalmers, Detroit Edison, Du- 
Pont, Greene-Cananea, Borden's, 
Johns- Manville and Montgomery 
Ward. International Cement reached 
another new low for the year, reflect- 
ing sagging prices for its product. 
United States Steel closed about a 
point lower. 

Commodities were generally steady 
to firm. Wheat futures mounted a 
cent and more on better foreign de- 
mand and absence of rain in Argen- 
tine. Corn made similar gains on re- 
ports of crop damage in the south- 
west. Cotton was quiet but - held 
steady on continued dry weather in 
the south. 

Foreign exchanges were quiet, with 
sterling cables a shade lower at 
$4.84 3-4, which is near the point at 
which further gold might profitably 
be taken from London. The Canadian 
dollar sagged to a discount of about 
4-5 of a cent.
